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EXAMINER'S STATEMENT FOR REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: claims 14 and 
16-42 are allowed because the references cited fail to teach, as applicant has, a non- 
causal circuit that includes a future decision circuit having inputs connected to a mutli- 
threshold circuit outputs having outputs to supply a current, first bit, estimate and a third 
bit value; a present decision circuit having inputs to accept the first bit estimate, the third 
bit value, and a second bit value, comparing the first bit estimate to both the second bit 
value, received prior to the first bit estimate, and the third bit value, received subsequent 
to the first bit estimate, having an output to supply the first bit value determined in 
response to comparing the first bit estimates to the second and third bit values; and a 
past decision circuit having an input to accept the first bit value and an output to supply 
the second bit value, as the applicant has claimed. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on 
Statement of Reasons for Allowance."
